An Act Regarding Subrogation of Medical Payments Coverage
Beit enacted by the People of the State of Maine asfollows:
Sec. 1. 24-A MRSA 82910-A, sub-81, asenacted by PL 1997, c. 369, §2, isamended to read:

1. Policy requirements. A casualty insurance policy subject to this chapter may not provide for

subrogation er-priority-overtheinsured of payment for any hospital, nursing, medical or surgical services
or of any expenses paid or reimbursed under the medical payments coverage in the policy in the event
the insured is entitled to receive payment or reimbursement from any other person as a result of legal

action or claim;-except-as-provided-in-this-section.
